BUDGET PROTESTED 


From the point of view of govern-

An old squaw, who accompanied a 


searching party to the Indian bury- 
ing ground at the Cattaragus reser- 
vation, said Nancy Bowen besought 
the aid of the warrior's spirits in her 
plot against the artist's wife, who 
was beaten to death with a hammer 
in her home two weeks ago. Nancy 
is a squaw who with Lila Jimerson, 
a younger woman of the reservation, 
now is in jail awaiting trial on a 
charge of first degree murder. The 
trial is scheduled to start Thursday. 


In the graves of warriors, dead 


many years, were found food and 
whisky for the journey the spirits 
would fiave to make to do the "white 
witch" to death; also effigies of Mrs. 
Marchand to guide them in the form 
of small dolls, of cloth, wood and pa- 
per. 


One of these paper dolls had been 


cut from the page of a letter sent to 
Lila Jimerson. The handwriting was 
similar to that of Henri Marchand, 
husband of the victim, who is now in 
the Erie-co jail held as a witness un- 
der bail of $25,000. 
No effort has 


been made by the prisoner to obtain 
bail. 


DEFIED WRATH OF DEAD 


Anson Jimerson, father of the ac- 


cused Lila, did the digging in defiance 
of Indian beliefs that those who tam- 
per with the resting places of the 
dead soon will come to an untimely 
end. Jimerson wielded the spade only 
in an effort to uncover some evidence 
which might aid in the defense of his 
daughter. 
. Defense lawyers went to the Jim- 
erson homestead on the, reservation 
and on a shelf under a piece of cali- 
co found a letter written to Lila by 
Marchand in which the latter refer- 
red to his "real love." This missive 
was penned last May while Marchand 
was on a trip to Bermuda. Lila con- 
tends this letter is proof that her 
love for the white man was not un- 
requited. 
She still maintains, how- 


ever, that she had nothing to do with 
the plot against 
the 
life of Mrs. 


Marchand; she does admit however, 
that she translated to Mrs. Bowen 
messages which came over the ouija 
board and these messages were to 
the effect that Mrs. Marchand must 
be killed at once or old Nancy would 
be hexed.

goodness of man. as Jesus did, c\cn 
while they crucified Him. 


PLEASURE TO SERVE 


He spoke of pessisism of the great 


writers who had pessimistic attitud- 
es—Nietzsche, Chopenhauer, Moliere 
and greatest of all pessimists, Shakes- 
peare—and of those who under-rate 
the position of the home, the church 
and of government. 
Maintains that 


serving is not cumbersome, he show- 
ed how, in return for what we ha\e 
received, we have obligations to home 
to the church, to organized society 
and to government. In the matter 
of taxes he stated one should deal 
as honestly as with one's neighbor: 
in the matter of suffrage, one should 
appreciate the privilege that has been 
bestowed upon American citizens; in 
tho question of justice, the corner- 
btone on which all civilization rests, 
one should assume his responsibility 
toward the law and not attempt to 
shift thut responsibility to another.

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HELPING THE UNDERDOG • 
That the world is moving nowadays 


at a fairly rapid clip has become pretty 
obvious to everyone. Yet the ultimate 
destination is not at all clear; and the 
efforts of various people to get more 
light on the subject have led to some 
highly interesting speculations. Andre 
"Siegfried, noted 
French 
economist, 


considers in the current issue of the 
Yale Review the 
question, "Will 


Europe be Americanized?" Pie takes 
Americanization to mean the system 
"of mass production, high wage scales, 
huge sales 
campaigns and 
general 


/widespread prosperity which such men 
as Ford have been preaching; and he 
-is not at all sure that he,wants Europe 
to fall in line. 


The machine age, introduced by 


America, is rapidly transforming the 
workers, 
says M. Siegfried. Europe 


has a large artisan class of skilled 
workers, who have a sense of values, 
'an aesthetic consciousness and a per- 
sonal appraisal of life that are inval- 
uable to the whole continent. The ad- 
vent of the machine, according to M. 
Siegfried, threatens this class with ex- 
tinction. Then he makes this interest- 
ing remark: "The doctrine of the high 
and always higher wage, which is ad- 
vocated in the United States by men 
-like Ford, remains to be proved a 
s'ound one in all cases. Europe, with a 
•lower standard of life, might succeed 
, in a cheap form of mass production." 


Perhaps without realizing it, 
M. 


Siegfried has illustrated perfectly the 
crux of the whole conflict between the 


• old and the new orders. As he says, the 
old system's great virtue is that it bred 
artisans—men who found something 
as satisfying in their work as the artist 


• find's in painting a picture. 
The ma- 


chine age, beyond question, is driving 
this class out. 
Craftsmen are giving 


way to machine tenders. But consider 
his next remark. "Europe, with a low- 
er standard of life"... ."Lower"—for 
whom? For those workingmen 
who 


are not craftsmen; for the great ma- 
jority of 
all workingmcn, in other 


words. Under the old system, these 
men are not very well off. They have, 
as M. Siegfried admits, a lower stand- 
ard of life than the American ma- 
chine tender. They have little leisure 
and few material comforts. 


What we come down to, then, is 


this: the mechanized era of mass pro- 
duction is a bad time for skilled crafts- 


^ men, but a good one for the unskilled. 
It is working a hardship on one class 
of the population—a. class that1 has al- 
ways been highly important; but it is 
proving a very good thing for another 
class, a class that has never been im- 
portant at all but that has always 
been, after all, the more numerous. 
You can draw out of that a rather glit- 
tering deduction','!! you wish. There is 
just a chance that this modern era of 
the factory, the laboratory and the bil- 
lion-dollar merger will eventually, in 
a very strange manner, prove an in- 
strument 
of democracy—a 
means 


whereby those who have never had a. 
chance at a full, rich life may get it. 
The question is worth considering.

LOOKING BACKWARD AND 


AHEAD 


It is characteristic of Americans to 


look ahead. Sometimes the past seems 
too uneventful and dull to look back 
on, and sometimes it seems too harsh 
and brutal; either way, what lies ahead 
is generally more attractive. But the 
past can hardly be ignored. It hangs 
over us1, with its phantoms and 
its 


shadows. To turn back and look at it is 
to understand ourselves better. It is our 
heritage. It deserves, not monuments, 
but much study. The March Journal 
of the National Education association 
quotes an extract from the diary of a 
woman who made the fabulous 
old 


trip to Oregon by covered wagon, 
away back in 1847. It is worth looking 
at. Read the following paragraphs, 
taken from the woman's entry of Nov. 
IS, 1847, and see what you think: 


My husband is sick. It rains and snows. We 
start this morning around the falls with our 
wagon. We have five miles to so. T carry my 
babe and lead, or rather 
carry, 
another 


through the snow, mud and water almost to 
my knees. 
It is the worst road that a team could pos- 


sibly travel. I went ahead with my children 
and I was afraid to look behind me for fear 
of seeing the wagons turn over into the mud 
and water with everything in them. My chil- 
dren gave out with cold and fatigue 
and 


could not travel and the boys had to unhitch 
the oxen and bring them and carry the chil- 
dren on to camp. 
I was so cold and numb that I could not 


tell by the feeling that I had any feet at all. 
We started this mornrng at sunrise and did 
not get to camp until after dark, and there 
was not one dry thread on, one of us—not 
even my babe. 
I had earned my babe and I was so fa- 


tigued I could hardly speak or step. When I 
got here I found my husband lying in 
Welch's wagon, very sick. He had brought 
Mrs. Polk down the day before and was tak- 
en sick here. We had to stay up all night to- 
night for our wagons are left half way back. 
I have not told half we suffered. I am not 
adequate to the-task. 
Here were some hundreds camped, waiting 


for the boats to come and take them down 
the Columbia to Vancouver or Portland or 
Oregon city. 


There, if you please, is the past— 


the American past. The hardship, the 
soul-sickness, the utter weariness, dis- 
couragement and misery that 
shine 


through the paragraphs of that pio- 
neer woman's diary; what were they 
but part of the price that was paid for 
all that we have-today? We are not 
our own—not entirely. 
We 
were 


bought by the past; bought by the un- 
sung heroes and heroines who suffered 
and endured more than we shall ever 
be called on to suffer and endure in or- 
der that we might have what we have. 


You cannot understand your nation 


unless you comprehend that fact. Back 
of everything that is thought and done 
today there stands those shadowy fig- 
ures of the pioneers, straining forward 
through incredible hardships in the 
dim hope that somehow the 
future 


could be made better than the past. 
They have gone, now, and the respon- 
sibility is ours. 
Who can read that 


Oregon's woman's diary without vow- 
ing to do what he can, be it little or 
great, to bring that old dream a bit 
nearer to realization?

On March 17, 1776, the British evacuated Eos- 


ton. This victory for the colonists, one of the 
greatest in the Revolutionary war, was accom 
pllshed by Washington without the shedding of 
a drop ot blood.

lacking artillery and powder, was unable to do 
more- than keep his siego of Boston. But when 
General Henry KnoM succeeded in dragging 50 
cannon on ox sleds all the way from Ticonderoga 
to Cambridge, Washington decided to take the 
initiative.

he seized Dorchester Heights 


(South Boston), trained his guns down on the 
British vessels in tho harbor, and ordered Gen 
eral Howo to withdraw his forces.

Madison congressman set out «to de 
flate the argument that if the United 
States grants the Philippines their 
independence, Japan will promptly 
swallow the islands. 


"I select the word 'bugaboo' delib- 


erately to characterize an hypocriti- 
cal disguise, but 
the words 'scare 


crow,' 
'smokescreen,' 
or 
'bogey' 


might serve as well," Representative 
Nelson said. "This mask of pretend- 
ed goodwill for the Filipine 
people 


makes its appearance 
in 
various 


garbs, but in its common form it is 
usually as follows: 
'If wo set the 


Philippines 'adrift.' they will imme- 
diately fall a 'prey' to Japan." 


Representative Nelson argued that 


the League of Nations would prevent 
Japan from siezing the Philippines 
even if Japan should want to do so. 
He pointed to the example of Siam, 
which remains- independent although 
it is more desirable to Japan than 
the Philippines. 
/ The four power pact, signed by 
Great Britain, Prance, Japan and 
the United States would be another 
protection to the 
Philippines, and 


this agreement could be indefinitely 
extended, he said. 


"All the Filipinos need," if

on March 17 in honor of St. Patrick. 


But the beloved patron saint in 


whose memory this festival is cele- 
brated wasn't even a native son of 
Ol' .Erin. 


He may have been a Frenchman; 


some declare he was born in Eng- 
land, and there is reason to' believe 
he was a native of 
Scotland. At 


any rate, a spot called Kilpatrick, 
near Dumbarton, Scotland, 
on the 


River Clyde, seems to have 
best 


claim to the honor as his birthplace, 
in the year 3S9. 


Regardless of where 
St. Patrick 


was born, his name is forever asso 
ciated with Ireland. 
He redeemed 


the country from paganism. He in- 
troduced the Latin language, with 
its wealth 
of learning, and ho 


brought that then isolated 
island 


into touch with, the civilization of 
southern Europe. 


As the story goes, St. Patrick, 


when a lad of 16, was carried away 
from his homeland by a band of ma- 
rauders. For six years he was held 
captive in Ireland, where he is said 
to have tended the herds of an Irish 
chieftain. 


Patrick escaped at the age of 22 


and fled from Ix-eland on a vessel 
engaged In the export of Irish wild 
dogs. He landed on the west coast 
of France, and spent some years in 
a monastery near the Mediteranean. 


Then he returned to Britain, where 


he< conceived the Idea of becotnins a 
missionary. Although naturally dif- 
fident, and in spite of opposition of 
relatives, Patrick sailed 
to 
Gaul, 


where he was ordained and then re- 
turned to the Emerald Isle and be- 
came Bishop of Ireland. 


St. Patrick combined a deep spiri- 


tual nature with a strong capacity 
for action. He had a firm purpose 
and an enthusiasm which 
carried 


him over every obstacle and his deeds 
far overshadowed his words. 


St. Patrick's conflict was with the

and he did not have

"One of the purposes of the corn 


miltee is to collect, centralize, and 
combine the best methods used by 
the various states in their illiteracy 
campaigns.

and teaching. I am enclosing this 
and hope you will give it your care- 
ful attention. 


"Please call upon us at any time 


for such assistance or advice as we 
may be able to give. We, in turn, 
expect to call upon you for needed 
information and would be very glad 
to receive any suggestions you have 
to offer."
